The Avis Trails 


By Lyn Beattie 


The Amy Gordon Taft Reservation offers delight- 
ful terrain for cross-country skiing. Between Wild- 
wood Road and Vine Street on Route 125, it 
comprises 30 acres of woodland with streams and a 
small pond 

The reservation was the gift of Miss Rebekah L. 
Taft in memory of her mother, wife of the late Rev. 
Arthur Taft. Use of the land is intended to ‘‘encour- 
age the love of nature’’ and it is to be held perma- 
nently for conservation use. 

The trail is essentially a large loop extending 
from Vine Street to the corner of Wildwood Road. 
Starting from the Vine Street entrance, about 200 
feet from Route 125, the trail passes through an 
overgrown orchard, through some stone walls, then 
swings left to skirt a low area. Crossing a bridge 
and a dike, it turns left again and winds through 
mature hardwoods back to the start. The variety of 
terrain and gentle slopes make it especially attrac- 
tive for the amateur cross-country skier.

From Riding The Highways To Gracing A Canvas 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


Barry A. Rosenberg is a working artist. 
He is a serious painter and a teacher with 
an impressive resume — and he spends a 
good part of every week driving a truck. 
During the past three years, he has also 
worked as a liquor store delivery boy and 
taught art to maximum security inmates at 
Walpole State Penitentiary. 

‘What I do is part of my art,”’ he ex- 
plains. ‘‘When I drive a truck, I’m making 
art. I’m working in a performance. I make 
art about the things I do and think about.’ 
And in his art, he continues to teach — no 
longer about studio art and art criticism 
but about himself 

His works, now on exhibit at the Andover 
Gallery in a show titled ‘Art « Work « 
Relationships,’’ are “mostly documenta- 
tions of performances,’’ Rosenberg says 

I’m sculpting myself.’ 

They are also self-portraits with a 1980s 
sensibility. He uses his paintings both to see 
himself more clearly, and to explain him- 
self to others: ‘‘I try to use my art as a 
teaching mechanism about myself 

‘Teaching is real important to me. I 
don't see myself as a painter, although I do 
paintings and drawings.’’ What truly inter- 
ests him, the artist says, is communication. 
‘I have something to say, and the question 
is, what is the best way to say it?’’ 

Rosenberg’s show opened Jan. 6, and will 
remain at the 68 Park St. gallery through 


Feb. 7. The gallery will host a reception for 
the artist from 7 to 9 Friday night, and the 
public is invited 

Rosenberg has brought symbols of a 
truck driver's life into the art gallery: a red 
neon sign reading BAR (his initials) glows 
in the front door, and country-and-western 
songs about trucking will be playing during 
tomorrow night’s reception 

Five large canvases cover the gallery's 
white walls in the main part of the exhibit 
All but one pair a colorful abstract painting 
on the left with an image of a blackboard on 
the right (one blackboard is painted direct- 
ly onto a wall). Words and diagrams, scrib- 
bled notes and neat lettering on each 

blackboard”’ all somehow deal with their 
companion paintings This painting is 
about that painting, the one on the left,’’ one 
stencilled message begins (that is also the 
title of that painting 

Each painting describes a part of Rosen- 
berg’s life — his decision to leave universi- 
ty teaching three years ago, his work as a 
truck driver, his fortieth birthday. They 
share strong bright colors, patches of glit- 
ter, and visual symbols that reappear in 
each painting (a triangle, wavy lines, a 
short narrow brushmark, a broad stroke of 
color coming in from the edge of the can- 
vas) 

He added the blackboard aspect to his 
work when he came to Boston in 1981, after 


teaching art at the University of Miami for 
12 years. Before he came north, his work 
had been ‘all abstract and painterly.’ 

But he found in Boston ‘‘a world of silence 

~ I didn’t really know anybody."’ Adding 
words to his paintings was a way of ‘‘build- 
ing my own audience, saying what I would 
have been saying to my students. I was 
talking about what I was doing, and | 
started to say that into my paintings.’’ 

And by adding blackboards, ‘‘the subject 
of my painting became teaching — in play 
ful, creative ways 

But the words in his work do not explain 
the visual parts of his paintings, he em- 
phasizes; instead, they ‘‘create more prob- 
lems and visual puzzles 

Just as he uses glitter to expand his pal- 
ette of colors, ‘to make a bright color even 
brighter,’’ he uses words to make his paint- 
ings*’‘more complex. Organizing complexi- 
ty is. very important to me.”’ Rosenberg 
says he ‘‘structures’’ words ‘the same way 
that I structure a square to a circle or red to 
green. The words change the total meaning 
in another way.’ 

Originally from Pennsylvania, he began 
teaching art courses at the University of 
Miami in 1970, as well as serving as curator 
for the university's museum and art gal- 
lery, collaborating with other artists, and 
working on his own art 

He had always wanted to be an artist, 


Rosenberg says, but he ‘‘didn’t come to art 
to make beautiful paintings. I was looking 
for a means of communication. I was rather 
shy, and I have dyslexia. So I used art as a 
way of storytelling — I could say something 
and not have to be there, and somebody 
could understand what was in my head.” 

After ‘‘year after year’’ of teaching, ‘‘the 
years started to flow together’’, and the 
artist ‘‘sort of lost the reason why I came to 
art in the first place.’’ That changed for 
him when his first wife, also an artist, 
committed suicide. (He has since married 
again 

That ‘‘strong tragedy’’ left him more 
absorbed in life than in art; abstracts and 
still-lifes suddenly ‘‘seemed almost irrele- 
vant to me. I wanted to change my life. | 
decided I wanted to live more on the edge 
It was tragic, but it was exciting.”’ 

He came to the strange city of Boston and 
found work teaching art courses one day a 
week at the Boston Architecture Center 
(where he still teaches every; Thursday). 
And, looking for new challenges as well as a 
way to make a living, he started teaching 
art and working on collaborative pieces 
with inmates at Walpole (‘‘it seemed like a 
way of finding out if I was a good teacher’’), 
until funding for that program ran low 

It was at Walpole that Rosenberg ‘‘be-

came conscious of the fact that I was work- 
ing’’, and began to think about the 
relationship between art and work. He took 
a job as a delivery and stock boy for a 
Boston liquor store, and starting wearing a 
workshirt with a name patch that says 
‘Art’ (‘People would say, ‘Hi, Art!’ ’’) On 
that job, his ideas about work as perfor- 
mance began to ‘‘click’’, and he began docu- 
menting his art/work in paintings. 

And while he drove a delivery truck 
around Boston, memories of a ‘‘childhood 
fantasy’’ — becoming a truck driver —were 
revived. He created a blackboard painting 
that included the line, ‘‘I enjoy driving the 
big diesel’ — and decided he wanted to 
make those words ‘‘more honest.” 

He also wanted to create a drawing 
around a truck driver’s diploma. So Rosen- 
berg enrolled in a tractor trailer training 
school, and emerged with a Class 1 license 
to drive 18-wheelers. 

‘Trying to be honest with my art keeps 
pushing my life,’’ Rosenberg notes. ‘‘I ful- 
filled a fantasy because I wanted to make 


the painting, and I got the benefit of becom- 
ing a truck driver.”’ 


The diploma painting, called ‘‘If I was to 
lead would anybody follow...’’, is included 
in the gallery show, along with the first 
painting in the series, ‘‘This painting is 
about that painting, the one on the left.’’ 

He completed the abstract part of that 
first painting before he came to Boston; he 
added the final brush stroke — a white 
mark near the top of the painting — only 
after days of indecision.

The energy conservation investment program of 
the Merrimack Valley United Fund continues to 
pay off for its member agencies. A report dated 


January 5, from the energy consulting firm, Energy | 


Planning Inc., shows that over a 12-month period 
the ten agencies with swimming pools have saved a 
combined total of $90,534 

When it became evident that increasing portions 
of member agencies’ budgets were being consumed 
by rising energy costs, the fund decided a conserva- 
tion program was needed. Energy Planning Inc. 
was hired to do total energy audits and develop 
conservaion plans. The first agencies to be audited 
and receive conservation implementations were 
those with swimming pools. 

During 1981 and 1982 the United Fund invested 
$314,278 in addition to the agencies’ annual alloca- 
tion to make these ten facilities energy efficient. 
This was done with a three-year payback in mind. 

Conservation implementations at the agencies 
included set back thermostats, pool covers, im- 
proved ventilation systems, calking, weatherstrip- 
ping and storm windows. The energy consultants 
also educated the directors and custodial staffs on 
simple energy saving measures they could do them- 
selves 

Energy Planning Inc. is projecting that these ten 
agencies combined will save an additional $113,375 
over the next year as compared with their energy 
costs in 1981 before any conservation measures 
began 

The current savings for member agencies were 
Andover/North Andover YMCA, $10,079; Billerica 
Boys’ Club, $12,316; Haverhill YMCA, $14,675; Law- 
rence Boys’ Club, $1,953; Lowell YMCA, $26,504; 
Lowell YWCA, $5,705; Newburyport YWCA, $9,414

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Developers Appear Determined 
To Build Condos In Andover 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


Despite repeated resistance from town 
meeting, some local developers are, it 
seems, determined to build new condomini- 
um developments in Andover. 

Last week, the Planning Board heard 
condo proposals from three developers. 
Each would require town meeting to ap- 
prove zoning changes, since Andover has no 
multiple-family housing zone and the apart- 
ment zone has been full for some years. 

Zoning changes need the approval of two- 
thirds of town meeting voters, and in recent 
years town meeting has rejected proposed 
multi-family housing zones, along with at 
least one request for rezoning to an apart- 
ment zone. 

Town officials have no plans to propose 
new multi-family zoning to town meeting 


this spring, although that is a future possi- 
bility once the town’s master plan has been 
updated (a project now underway). 
Among the three proposals that came 
before the planners last week, the one most 


‘ likely to succeed — in the estimation of 


Community Development and Planning Di- 
rector Jonathan Gilmore — has been pro- 
posed for a 12.5-acre site off Poor Street in 

Shawsheen Village 
James Barenboim of Andover would like 
to build 29 two-bedroom townhouse units, 
according to engineer William MacLeod, 
and sell them for about $200,000. The town- 
houses would be designed to resemble the 
stately brick single-family houses in the 
surrounding neighborhood, MacLeod said.

and overlooks Hussey’s Pond, is 7 ned Sin- 
gle Residence A and could support 14 single 
family homes, the engineer said. The devel- 
oper would probably seek a zone change to 
apartment zoning, he indicated — which, in 
the single-family residential area, could 
raise objections of spot zoning. 

According to Gilmore, planning board 
Chairman Margaret Bradshaw also won- 
dered whether the price of the units might 
come down — to $125,000, for instance — if 
the developer increased the number of units 
to 36 instead of 29 

Another condo development discussed 
last week raised concerns about density 
Robert Flannery of Andover is considering 
building 228 condominium units on a 33-acre 
site off North Street, near the industrial 
park — which would increase by seven 
times the density allowed under the current 
Single Residence C zone. 

The developer would also seek rezoning to 
the apartment zone, Atty. Gerald Cohen 
told the planners. He said the $100,000 units 
would have little impact on abutters, since 
the surrounding area is largely commer- 
cial; one neighbor would be Wang Labs 
Cohen noted that apartment zones are typ 
cially located next to commercial zones in 
other parts of Andover 

Besides the density question, the planners 
were also concerned about possible traffic 
impact on the area, Gilmore said 

A third proposal looked the least prom- 
ising, the director said. Tewksbury resident 


Timothy Sullivan, represented by Joan 
Sweeney, proposed a condo development 
for a 33-acre site off Bellevue Road, which 
runs off Lowell Street near Haggett's Pond 
in West Andover 

Sweeney told the planners the developer 
would like to build four units per acre, 2,500 
to 3,000 square feet each, to sell at $175,000 
to $200,000 

The site is currently zoned Single Resi- 
dence C, and Sweeney said that Sullivan 
hoped to seek a special permit from the 
Zoning Board of Appeals that would allow 
condominiums as an ‘‘option’’ for certain 
parcels around town. Sullivan might also 
consider seeking a zone change, she added 

Besides the zoning question, the board 
had major reservations about the plan, Gil- 
more said, chief among them the lack of 
sewer service and adequate water service 
to the site. (The condominium units would 
be served by septic systems.) The planners 
indicated that the development might be 
unable to win Board of Health approval 
because of potential problems with the wa- 
ter service and septic systems 

Also on the board’s agenda last week: 
They approved subdivision plans for Char- 
lotte Circle, a six-lot cluster subdivision to 
be built off Charlotte Drive; and approved 
plans for Osgood Place, an 11-lot cluster 
Subdivision to be built off Bellevue Road

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Leave It Alone 


For the past decade or so, Congress and the justice depart- 
ment have worked to break up what has been referred to as 
the world’s largest monopoly, namely the Bell System. 

As of Jan. 1, that effort became ‘fajt accompli’ with divesti- 
ture resulting in the system being broken down into local 
companies for: local service and AT & T remaining as the 
research, development and manufacturing company, and also 
provider of long distance service. 


The result, of course, puts what was formerly the Bell 
System into the competitive marketplace with other tele- 
phone companies throughout the country. AT & T now is 
forced into competing with similar manufacturing, research 
and development entities. 

Having put all that into place through legislative and judi- 
cial means worked out over a lengthy period of time, Congress 
now appears to be less than satisfied and is now attempting to 
block an already approved access charge to be imposed on 
local subscribers by AT & T. 


Congressional hearings are scheduled to begin next week on 
the particular bills which would prevent the imposition of a $2 
access charge to long distance lines. 

The charge is simply a result of the agreement reached in 
the breakup of the telephone company as it was known to exist 
prior to Jan. 1. 

It simply allows AT & T to compete fairly with other 
telephone service providers throughout the country. In es- 
sence it permits fair competition and allows continued devel- 
opment of research and manufacturing operations within the 
company. 

Telephone service over the years has been the easiest target 
of criticism, simply because of its accessibility and common 
use. But, until now, it has also been the most economicat 
service available, whether it be for emergency, business or 
just plain neighborhood or family conversation. 

All of that has changed and will continue to be altered, cost- 
wise, due to the divestiture. As is well-known, local service 
will cost more, long distance less. Some of the service once

taken for granted and provided will now have a cost factor 
involved. 

Having accepted that, it now seems inappropriate for Con- 
gress to meddle any further with an agreement which will still 
take considerable time for public understanding. 

Understandably those who must stand for re-election would 
accede readily to taking on giants in the defense of constitu- 
ents and the general public. 

But this is no longer a giant. It is a competitive, service- 
providing industry as dictated by those legislators who now 
apparently seek to impede the agreed-upon breakup and 
placement in the world-wide marketplace. 

Blockage of the access fee puts AT & T at a competitive 
disadvantage, since other phone service providers are allowed 
to enter the long distance lines at a lesser rate. 

To some, it may seem strange that a local newspaper would 
become involved in such an issue of national import. 

But, it is more than the instrument on the corner of the desk 
that behooves us to urge particular attention to this issue. It is 
the matter of allowing AT & T to properly compete in the 
domestic and international marketplace. 

At issue, to a certain extent, is AT & T Network Systems, 
nee Western Electric, with its thousands of employees in the 
Merrimack Valley Works plant, who are involved in the 
ultimate decision. 

Without the FCC-approved access fee, AT & T will ve 
impeded in its efforts to adequately compete with other 
companies thoughout the nation and the world. It will also 
have a detrimental effect on this area due to resulting ramifi- 
cations on the company’s North Andover manufacturing and 
technology arm. 

Congress, having accomplished what it set out to do a 
decade ago, should now leave the system and the communica- 
tions marketplace alone and should be informed of that feel- 
ing through public response. 

There is, after all, only one way to determine if a decision 
will prove beneficial and workable. 

Leave it alone and let it work.

WASHINGTON — Sixteen 
months ago in California, 
two workers climbed into a 
large tank to cleanse it of 
the pesticide it had 
contained. Within a matter 
of hours, the men were dead: 
They turned bright green, 
their skin fell off, their bod- 
ies rotted. - 

The substance they had 
been exposed to is called 
ethylene dibromide, or EDB. 
Government scientists have 
described it as one of the 
deadliest chemicals ever 
invented. 

You might think that the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency — which exists to 
serve the public that pays 
for it — would stop the use 
of EDB. The agency put 
some limits on its use last 
September, but it was too 
little, too late. And there is 
disturbing evidence that the 
EPA dragged its feet for 
years before taking even 
limited steps to ban its use. 

EDB is used by farmers in 
a number of ways. It is 
injected into the soil to kill 

ts that attack the roots of 
ruit trees. It is used to 
fumigate grain, processed 
cereal foods and fruit head- 
ed for the supermarket. 

But EDB is regarded by 
scientists as one of the most 
potent cancer-causing 
agents known to man. In 
fact, the state of Florida 
banned the use of EDB in 
soil last year, and even went 
so far as to remove more 
than 70 food products from

grocery store shelves 
because they contained tiny 
amounts of the chemical. 
Yet until last year, the 
EPA had done nothing about 
EDB. Finally, last Septem- 
ber, the agency banned the 
use of the pesticide in soil, 
but still allowed the use of 


EDB on fruit and grain until © 


September 1984. 

e've seen EPA docu- 
ments that show the poison- 
ous chemical exists in 
alarmingly high levels in cit- 
rus fruits, and the agency 
has known about it for 


years. 

In 1981, the Food and 
Drug Administration did 
some studies for the EPA 
that showed that 98 percent 
of the oranges, grapefruits 
and tangerines that were 
tested contained EDB. 
About 56 percent of the test 
samples showed less than 
250 parts os billion of the 
chemical, but 10 percent of 
the fruit that was tested 
showed EDB levels of more 
than 3,000 parts per billion. 

Federal officials were 
apparently unalarmed over 
the high levels of the chemi- 
cal in the tested fruits. In 
contrast, Florida officials 
removed food from grocery 
shelves that showed only one 
part of EDB per billion.

“Efforts made to date 
have proven to be insuffi- 
cient to bring about a per- 
ceptible improvement in 
opportunities for women,” 
states a special report by a 
women’s working group at 
the World Bank. 

Spelled out, this means 
that women employees of 
the World Bank don’t share 
in the high salaries that the 
men get.

He recently 
accepted a ition on the 
board of directors of a 
major optical firm. The job 
will net him $12,000 annual- 
ly plus $650 for each meet- 
ing he attends. Bolger 
already earns $80,000 a year 
as Postmaster General.

Municipal Budget Due 
For Friday Unveiling 


Andover will get its first look at the town 
manager's budget proposal for fiscal 1985 
tomorrow, when Town Manager Kenneth 
Mahony is scheduled to release his recom- 
mended budget. 

Finance and Budget Director Anthony 
Torrisi said yesterday that details of the 
budget — including the bottom line — would 
not be discussed before Friday, when the 
printed budget will be distributed. 

But last week, the School Committee was 
told that the budget outlook on both the 
town and school sides was ‘‘not optimistic.”’ 

School committee budget subcommittee 
member Robert Smith, who has been work- 
ing with representatives of the selectmen 
and Finance Committee, last week said the 
town’s projected growth was 5.5 percent, 
leaving projected revenues that would al- 
low only level services for both the town 
and schools. Smith said no program expan- 
sions are expected. 

School officials plan to-start their budget 
discussions with a $14.4 million school bud- 
get: they will also look at a $14.2 million 
and a $14.6 million budget 

During the weeks before town meeting, 
the selectmen will review and possibly re- 
vise the manager's proposed budget. (The 
board may begin their budget talks Monday
